The announcement by Gov. Elaine that 


(the primary would be held Sept. 15. and 
[the final election Sept. 29. was generally * 
'jreceived with surprise, since the people 
'«of the state who may have desired time 
to hear all of the candidates before. mak- 
•ing their selection in the primary, could 
•scarcely hope to do so in the short period 
allowed. 
Neither -was the month of- Sep- 


tember considered as a time when the 


greatest number of voters would be free 
to attend political gatherings, or take 
time off- to cast their ballots. 


The shock of the first announcement 


had scarcel}' worn, off when the voters 
•were informed that there could be no in- 
dependent candidates in the filial election 


-, since the time between the primary and 
vthe election would not permit the filing 


of independent nominations. 
This fact 


- made it certain that only the candidates 


successful in the primary could be in the 
running for the final election. 


It is doubtful, to say the least, that the 


state legislature ever intended to prevent 
independent candidates from entering the 
special election after the primaries any 
more than from entering any regular elec- 
Uion. but that they are prevented from 
BO doing is apparent. 
This will mean 


that the candidates in the special elec- 
tion will be one of the five. now seeking 
the Republican nomination. John 
M. 


v^ork. socialist candidate.' and. AYilliam 
George Bruce, Democratic candidate. 


The real struggle in the election will "be 


femong the five seeking the Republican 
Domination, and to prevent the conserv- 
ative Republicans from being left without 
B. candidate by the nomination of Robert 
M. LaFollette Jr.. Edward F. Dithmar 
'has declared that he will "be "an emer- 
jgcncy candidate'' and without waiting 
for the primary will file his nomination 
papers as an independent in the final elee- 


this action may save a consider- 


able* number of "vTisconsiri -voters from 
toeing disenfranchised by the special elee- 
:tion law. it is a' o«-st a very unsatisfac- 
tory arrangement. 
Those who will sup- 


port "Wilcox. McGovern. Woodward, or 
Barry in the primary, will in the majority 
of instapces. be unwilling to vote for La 
OFollette in the final election even though 
he is the successful candidate, and they 
•will have but a scant 15 days in which to 
decide between Mr. Dithmar the emer- 
gency candidate, and perhaps Mr. Bruce 
the Democratic candidate. 


From the point of view of a voter at- 


tempting to make an honest choice the 
matter could scarcely be more confusing, 
but there is every reason to believe that 
the primary will do little to straighten 
out the tangle. Regarded from any point 
of view there are few who will claim that 
the people of Wisconsin were given z fair 
opportunity to select a United States sen- 
ator to represent them.

MAKING DRIVING SAFE 


Police departments in a great many 


cities throughout the United States are 
rapidly adopting a new ''stunt" which 
positively lessens the number of acci- 
dents in automobile traffic. 
It is a very 


simple scheme, and yet very 
effective. 


Unlike resorting to the strong arm of the 
law after an accident to punish the driv- 
er who is guilty of neglect or careless- 
ness, it protects both the driver and the 
public before a possible accident by see- 
ing to it that the brakes of every automo- 
bile are .mechanically safe. 


A group of motorcycle policemen sta- 


tion themselves unexpectedly on any 
street in the city. Every car passing tha't 
way is stopped momentarily and the driv- 
er requested to drive at a certain speed 
up to a line which is marked on the pave- 
ment. 
He then applies his brakes and 


comes to a full stop within -a specified 
distance which is regarded as safe. If he 
is unable to stop quickly enough his car 
is tagged and denied the rights of the road 
until the brakes are adjusted or repaired. 
He must report for a second test before 
the tag is removed and his failure to do 
this causes him to be liable to arrest and 
fine. 


As the old saying goes." an ounce of 


prevention is worth a pound of cure." 
Poor brakes contribute- to a large per- 
centage of automobile accidents. A prac- 
tical brake test instituted by the traffic 
pVicemen of this city would no doubt di- 
minish the number of sniashups in the 
vicinity and save to car owners the de- 
struction of their property, not to men- 
tion the possible avoidance of physical in- 
jury or death to pedestrians and others. 
Experience in ether cities shows that the 
brake test, once inaugurated by the po- 
lice department, has a far reaching effect. 
Not only do the cars which are stopped 
have* their brakes attended >to. but every 
other car owner or driver, not willing to 
be caught unprepared, sees to it that his 
brakes are always ready for the test. Mo- 
torists are very favorable toward this 
movement. 
It appeals to their pride to 


receive the 0. K. of the traffic police- 
men ani know that they are doing their 
share to help make the streets and high- 
ways safe for everyone.

An appeal to aid the fire prevention 


authorities m the 
reducing 
of the 


number of disa&irous fires which have j 
occurred during the past year 
was 


received this morning in a communi- 
cation from tho Industrial commis- 
sion of Wisconsin. 
With their pri- 


mary duty to encourage fire preven- 
tion throughout 
the 
country, and 


especially to promote the movement 
in this state, the committee has spent 
much time and effort and one of the 
latest statements of the board was 
cited in the appeal. Following Is the 
most important part of the letter: 


TOO MANY FIRES 


"To many school buildings 
burn. 


Now is the time to remove all fire 
hazards. 
Have a competent electri- 


cian inspect the electric wiriner and 
correct all defects, have a good brick 
mason and your fire chief inspect the 
chimneys and flues and make needed 
repairs, cover all woodwork exposed 
by smoke or heating pipes with as- 
bestoes board and sheet metal, make 
the boiler room fireproof, remove all 
rubbish and trash 
from 
basements 


and attics, remove all oily or paint 
rags and oily mops, and never permit 
storage of such 
in any 
stairway 


closet, make sure that all exit doors 
swing outward and equip them with 
anti-panic hardware, see that all fire 
esapes are safe and not a menace, re- 
charge all soda-acid fire extinguish- 
ers. 
In short, go over every school 


building carefully and 
make 
them 


safe for occupancy when the school 
bell shall again ring. 


"Too many churches burn. Light- 


ning and heating plant fires cause 
the heaviest toll. No buildings need a 
' pood lightning rod system more than 
do churches. A good- chimney and a 
safe installation of boiler or furnaces 


, and their smokepipes • will 
prevent 


most heating plant fires. The janitor 
is responsible for many church fires. 
He builds the fires and leaves drafts 
wide open while he pursues 
other 


duties or goes home. "God helps them 
that help themselves" 
even in 
the 


protection of churches. 


ENDANGERS LIFE 


"Too many fires and fire victims in 


private homes. Here again heating 
plant and chimney fires and lightning 
are the principal causes. 
Rubbish 


and paint tags are other important 
causes. Night' fires in residences of- 
ten cause heavy loss of 
life^—"over- 


come by smoke" and "escape cut off" 
are two common accounts of such 
fires. First aid fire extinguishing api- 
paratus is lacking in most residences. 


"Too many garages burn. Some are 


built to burn, being of wooden con- 
struction, now 
permitted in 
new 


garages. The gasoline hazard is al- 
ways there. Backfiring, a blow torch, 
a thoughtless cigarette fiend, a light- 
ed match.* spark from a tool of-iro:

protection iS usually lacking.

"federal government methods in hand 
ling prisoners will take place with the 


" completion of the federal industrial in- 
stitution for women at Alderson, "West 
Virginia. 


Congress has appropriated $909.100 


for the prison, and government archi- 
tects arc now preparing preliminary 
plans for a cottage system under which 
prisoners will live in communities. 


A farm of 200 acres already has been 


obtained, and negotiations are under 
way for an addition SOO acres. 
The 


capacity of the women's federal peni- 
tentiary, the first of us kind in thei 
country, will be 500. Federal women! 
prisoners are now being sent to state 
jails, and department of justice offi- 
cials saay the government is finding 
it "increasingly difficult to 
get 
the 


states to take prisoners. 


Dr. Mary B. Harris, who will head 


the new institution, is the daughter of 
Dr. John Howard Harris, President 
emeritus of Bucknell University. 


She is a graduate of the University 


of Chicago. After several years spent 
in teaching and foreign travel, she be- 
came superintendent of women at the 
workhouse on Blackwell's Island. Xew 
York. Later she was made superin- 
tendent of the Xew Jersey State Re 
formatory for Women in 
February 


191S. 


During the war. Dr. Harris served 


as assistant director in the section of 
reformatories and detention houses in 
the law enforcement division of the 
Camp Activities, continuing in this ca- 
pacity until April 1919. She then as- 
sumed the superintendence* of the State 
Home for Girls of Xew Jersey, which 
she held until January 1925, when she 
became field executive secretary of 
the International Association of Po- 
licewomen.

Essen. Germany—Quantity produc- 


tion three years ago of battleship tur- 
rets and rapid-fire Runs was a feature 
of the work here of the firm of Fried- 
rich Krupp, once the symbol through- 
out the world of armament manufac- 
ture: today this organization is mak- 
ing artificial teeth and surgical instru 
ments.

ploughshares. 
The Krupps now turn 


out agricultural machinery, railway 
engines, automobile trucks, merchant 
ships, steel bridges, and a thousand

factured in what was once the most 
formidable armament plant 
in 
the 


•world. . '

A striking feature of the transforma- 


tion is the fact that" the change has 
come about without change of techni- 
cal engineers or skilled workers. In 
fact, one reason for turning into such 
activities as watch and clock making, 
moving picture manufacturing, and the 
construction of delicate mechanisms 


for optical and microscopical Instru- 
ments was the consideration- that a 
large staff of skilled workers and en- 
gineers used to be engaged in perfect- 
ing the delicate mechanisms of rapid- 
fire guns and the like. These men. 
after the war. were compelled to turn 
from inventing and constructing en- 
gines of death to devising machinery 
for the advancement of civilization. 
Thus new types of turbine engines are 
being evolved, DIese'l motors are being 
improved upon, better processes of 
steel are being experimented with. 


A word as to the magnitude of the 


Krupp plant at Essen: the area cov- 
ercd by the various buildings is almost 
300 acres. The private railway which 
connects the various sections with 
each other travels nearly 
five miles 


from one end of • the plant to the 
other. The largest of the buildings, 
that devoted to locomotive construe 
tion. cover £n area of 800.000 square 
feet and has a frontage of 1.640 feet. 
The four hydraulic presses for 
com- 


pressing blocks of steel exert an pres> 
sure of 4,000 tons each. Some of the 
smelters employed for bringing high 
grade steel to the melting point have a 
capacity up to 90 tons each. 


The plant is equipped to employ 


115,000 men. "That was the figure 
reached during the peak of war-time 
production, and applies to Essen alone. 
If one "adds other plants, at Kiel and 
in the Ruhr valley, the Krupns can 
furnish employment to 1SO.OOO men. 


As a matter of fact, however, only 


28.000 workers are now on the payroll. 
The Krupps are going i through 
the 


same readjustment which great r.um- 
bers of American firms 
had to face 


when the war was over. Before the 
war they were doing a thriving busi- 
ness with 3G.OOO men employed. 
If 


they can get back to the pre-war foot- 
ing, they will probably consider them- 
selves lucky.

Expedition 
Finds Traces of 


. Ancient Art in Caves of 
Arizona

Oakland. Cal.—Weird prehistoric fig- 


ures, chiseled into the red sandstone of 
the deeper recesses of the Hava Pupai 
canyon, an unsurveyed region irt north- 
ern Arizona, and the object of a scien- 
tific expedition last year, reveal man in 
existence during the dinosaur age. in 
the opinion of Samuel Hubbard, cura.' 
tor of archaeology of the Oakland mu- 
seum, who acted as director of the 
party. 
• 


Deductions of Mr. Hubbard .were 


made public in a brochure entitled 
"The Doheny Scientific Expedition." 
Photographs taken from the engraved 
figures on the canyon walls lead llr. 
Hubbard to tho conclusion "that some 
prehistoric man made a pictograph of 
a dinosaur on the walls of this canyon. 
This completely upsets all our theories 
regarding the antiquity of man." 


E. Li. Doheny. sponsor of the expedi 


tion. visited the Hava Supai canyon as 
a young prospector in 1S79. ^His party 
comprised the first known ' body 
ol 


white men to invade the canyon and 
one of their number was killed in the 
attempt, the report points out. Mr. 
Hubbard made three previous visits to 


the region which yielded the speci- 
mens. 


The scientific party, composed of 


five persons, made Its way into the 
uneurveycd region of high waterfalls 
located in a'valley 3.1»5 feet above sea 
level, north of Williams. Ariz., 
in 


the area of the Grand canyon. The 
section is inhabited by 1S3 Indians on 
the Supai teservation. Mr. Hubbard 
was accompanied on his expedition by 
Charles \V. Gilmore. curator of verte- 
brate paleontology of the 
United 


States National museum. Mr. Gil- 
more did not agree in all particulars 
with the general conclusions of 
the 


party. 


Mr. Gilmore. however, the report 


points out. identified dinosaur tracks 
located 100 miles from the valley of the 
ancient figures. The dinosaur tracks 
were in the area known as the "Paint- 
ed Desert." Photographs of the dino- 
saur tracks, according to the report, 
show the print of the dinosaur tail as 
it dipped between the foot prints and 
formed a balancing point for the lum- 
bering giant of antiquity. 


Referring to the photograph taken of 


the dinosaur figure chiseled into the 
red sandstone sides of the walls of 
the isolated valley Mr. Hubbard con 
eludes that "either man goes back in 
geologic time to the Trlassic period, 
which is millions of years beyond any- 
thing yet admitted, or else there were 
"left over' dinosaurs which came down 
into the age of mamals." 


Turning to conjecture on the crca 


tivc ability of the prehistoric man who 
comes out of the findings of the expe 
dilion, the report says "he made anc 
used tools and had an eye for form 
and a sense of proportion. He felt the 
same urge to create which animates 
civilized man. In the face of this evi
